evidence to the contrary, however, wc 
need only to look at China, 

First of all the British Govern¬ 
ment has already surrendered to force, 
and recognised Mao Tsc-Tung just 
as Chamberlain recognised Hitler’s 
"room for expansion” at Munich. 
Other capitalist countries have fallen 
into line and recognised Communist 
China. America doubtless will as 
soon ai it suits her interests to do so* 
In Formosa this has already been de¬ 
nounced as a shameful bebayah but 
^Thitohall declares smugly that it must 
recognise facts as they are, and the 
fact is that Mao has won. They must 
therefore enter into relationships with 
the stronger side, that is to say, the 
side that is actually ruling, or else 
have no relations hip with China at all. 
What is this but the "worship of 
force' 1 we choose to ascribe lo others? 

It Was All Only Lies 

What is more nunctably power-worship 
is the recent sudden fall of Chiang Kai- 
Shek from democratic grace.
